Brotherhoods’ Demands, Now 
Almost Ready, to Await 
Fate of Proposal.

By JOHN EDWIN NEVIN. 

A nation-wide railway labor wage 
situation is.developing which may 
bring serious trouble to the admin- 
istration and the country at large. 
All of the various brotherhoods 
have about completed their de- 
mands for advanced wages. It i 
estimated by no less an authority 
than Samuel G. Dunn, editor of the 
Railway Age, that, if the demands 
which have been compiled, although 
not yet presented to the railroads, 
are granted, they will add some- 
thing like $500,000,000 to the oper- 
ating expenses of the transportation 
systems of the country. 

Whether these demands are tobe 
pressed immediately probably will 
depend on what action Congress 
takes on the joint bill now before it 
on which the railway executives and 
the brotherhood chieftains have 
agreed. This bill abolishes the 
Railway Labor Board, creates in- 


|} stead a mediation board, and pro- 


vides the machinery for settlement 
of every character of dispute which 
may arise between the railroads 
and their employes. Both sides have 
hailed this measure as providing the 
machinery which will end for all 
time the danger of any tie-up of the 
roads. 


Holds Public Not Protected. 


President Coolidge set his seal 
of approval on this measure, and 
it was introduced in both houses 
with an understanding that it 
would be passed without much de- 
lay. Almost before the bill had 
been printed, however, the National 
Association of Manufacturers is- 
sued a demand that it be amended 
in important particulars. The 
amendments proposed, which the 
association has said are all ‘‘in the 
public interest,’’ are not in any way 
acceptable to the representatives of 
the brotherhoods, nor, for that mat- 
ter, to the executives. It has been 
charged directly that they are along 
antiunion lines. 

Should the opposition of the Na- 
tional association endanger the en- 
actment of this proposed legislation 
into law, a serious situation must 
result. The brotherhoods’ demands 
for the new wage agreements are 
almost ready to be presented. In 
many particulars they would call 
for a return to the wage scale fixea 
by the railway labor board in 1920. 
The officials who have been pre- 
paring them have analyzed very 
carefully the earnings of the vari- 
ous larger transportation systems 
with a view to showing that the 
requests for higher wages not only 
are justified but that on their earn- 
ings the roads can easily pay them. 


Roads Declared Able to Pay. 


As proof of this latter contention, 
the heavy expenditures made by 
these larger roads for new equip- 
ment and for remodeling right of 
way so as to increase economy of 
operation and_ shortening hauls 
while allowing higher rates of speed 
will be cited. Attention also will be 
called to the fact that since the 
roads were turned back to their 
original owners motive power has 
been enlarged so that much longer 
trains are being handled at a cost, 
for wages at least, no larger than 
was the case five years ago. 

An evidence of the extent of the

Production of Autos 
In 1925 Sets Record 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Production of passenger automo- 
biles in the United States and Can- 
ada for 1925 was announced yester- 
day by the Commerce Department 
as totaling 3,817,638 against 
3,262,746 in 1924. The 1925 mo- 
tor ‘truck production was 496,998 
against 377,344 in 1924. Both to- 
tals for last year were the largest 
on record. 

The year’s passenger car produc- 
tion accredited to the United States 
was 3,678,327, while Canada’s 
share was 139,311. Of trucks 
built in 1925, the United States 


produced 474,923, and Canada 
po 2,076. 


‘Soviet Removes Gems 
From Tombs of Ralers 


Leningrad, Russia, Jan. 21 
(By A. P.).—Several tombs of 
former emperors and empresses 
of Russia in the fafhous Cathe- 
dral of St. ‘Peter and St. Paul 
have been opened by the soviet 
authorities, and the crowns, 
jewels and other objects depos- 
ited therein removed to the local 
museums. The bolsheviks say 
that no useful purpose is served 
in keeping these relics hidden in 
graves. 

Those gems and fumered orna- 
ments not deemed suitable for 
museum purposes were sold to 
private foreign buyers, 

All the sovereigns of Russia 
since the foundation of St. 
Petersburg, in 1701, except 
Peter II, who was buried in Mos- 
cow, were interred in the Cathe- 
dral of St. Peter and St. Paul. 
The most notable tombs are 
those of Peter the Great, his 
consort, Catherine I, Catherine 
II, Nicholas I and Alexander 
II. The total value of all the 
jewels removed from the tombs 
Fass said to be about $1,000,000.

YOUNG WOMAN'S TORSO 
FOUND ON B16 ESTATE 


Legs Nearby, Head Missing; 
Victim Refined, It Is 
Indicated. 


WORK DONE BY EXPERT 


Media, Pa., Jan. 21 (By A. P.).— 
The headless and legless body of a 
young woman was found in a clump 
of trees today, about one and a half 
miles north of this place. An hour 
later the legs were discovered in 
high grass fifteen feet away. The 
head was not found. 

The body was identified late to- 
night as that of Miss ‘Anna May 
Dietrich, of Norwood, Pa. The 
identification was made by her 
brother-in-law, Alexander L. 
Schuhl, who said he was certain 
the clothing found on the torso was 
that worn by Miss Dietrich. 

Schuhl told the police that Miss 
Dietrich, who was 34 years old and 
employéd by a Philadelphia publish- 
ing house, had disappeared Tuesday 
night after a shopping trip with 
Mrs. Schuhl in Philadelphia. 

He could not explain the initials 
“H. B. Z. to T. T.”’ in the gold wrist 
watch found on the left wrist of the 
victim. 

The body was found on the ex- 
tensive estate of Samuel J. Hender- 
son, a Philadelphia lawyer, and lay 
a short distance back from a road. 

The spot is near the clubhouse of 
the Rose Tree Hunt, whose mem- 
bers are socially prominent in and 
about Philadelphia. 

Mrs. Sallie Worrell, who resides 
at Rose Tree, nearby, while passing 
the spot noticed a bloodstained bun- 
dle and reported it to William L. 
Rowson, a blacksmith. He investi- 
gated and in the underbrush found 
a large paper bundle strapped with 
two men’s heavy belts.

LEFT FOR TAX BILL 


Smoot Finds That Democrats 
Want to Dispose of the 
Protocol First. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

With the world court protocol 
and the tax bill in each other’s way 
in the Senate, it looks as if individ- 
val senators will have to decide as 
to whether their constituents prefer 
the international tribunal or reduc- 
tion of their taxes. Forcing the 
world court to a vote at this time 
apparently means jeopardizing tax 
reductions for the first quarter end- 
ing March 15 and the court oppo- 
nents propose to force a record vote 
as to how individual senators stand. 

It also looks as though there is 
going to be a knock-down-drag-out 
senatorial battle between the pro- 
ponents and opponents of the court 
with legitimate debate likely giving 
way to the old-fashioned spectacu- 
lar filibuster. Night sessions and 
all the tricks of time killing are 
strenuously opposed by senators 
who want to see the debate con- 
tinued in an orderly fashion and in 
keeping with the magnitude and 
dignity of the question at issue. 

But there is no telling what may 
happen if the procourt forces at- 
tempt to carry out a threatened 
campaign of brutally obliterating 
the remaining speeches of the court 
opponents in order that the vote 
may be rushed through to meet the 
situation created by the bill for tax 
reduction. 


Borah’s Efforts Fail. 


Negotiations initiated by Senator 
Borah with a view to setting a date 
for a vote on the court collapsed 
early. A double-barreled effort 
was made by leaders of both sides 
to set a date for a vote on the tax 
bill and begin limiting debate on 
the court four days after this. This 
was Senator Borah’s proposition, 
though he left the date for voting 
on the tax bill indefinite. Attempts 
to decide this date failed through 
objection from Senator Howell, of 
Nebraska. 

The news of the deadlock brought 
the grinding or exhausting machine 
operated by Senator Lenroot into 
operation and the plan is simply to 
wear down the opposition by keep- 
ing the Senate in session s0 many 
hours that the speakers against the 
court can not keep pace with it. 
Failure to talk means the beginning 
of the voting, according to the Len- 
root formula. 

Senator Lenroot last night, when 
the Senate recessed until 11 today, 
announced that he would ask the 
Senate to stay in session until 6 
o’clock tonight. The procourt en- 
thusiasts were greatly heartened by 
reports that Senator Reed after his 
speech of yesterday had _ been 
obliged to take an afternoon train 
to St. Louis for an important law 
case which he has sought to have 
postponed. The loss of Senator 
Reed, it was said, meant a big gap 
in the opponent’s forces. But then 
after the Senate recessed, it was 
learned that Senator Reed had ob- 
tained a postponement of his case 
over the long distance phone. ‘He 
will be in the Senate today. His 
presence completely changes the 
character of the situation, it is ad- 
mitted. 


Filibuster Seems Likely.

A 
formidable array of newspaper men 
and photographers on hand to wit- 
ness any action were. disappointed. 

If Mr. Blanton does not return 
to the hearing today Mr. Reid plans 
to take up the role of ‘“‘prosecutor.”’ 

In a statement issued earlier in 
the day Mr. Blanton said he had 
quit the hearings because the 
‘‘cards are stacked.’ He could not 
possibly get better than a five-to- 
four vote against his- 5 cent car

ANOTHER COLD WAVE 
SWEEPING EASTWARD 


Middle West Is Shivering in 
Teeth of Northwest Gale; 


Mercury Drops. 


Chicago, Jan. 21 (By A. P.).— 
The middle West tonight shivered 
in the grip of another cold wave, 
brought here in the teeth of a high 
northwest wind and moving rapidly 
eastward. Temperatures of 5 be- 
low zero were anticipated for Chi- 
cago ‘by morning with zero tempera- 
tures expected in many sections of 
the middle West and Northwest. 

The weather bureau held out 
hope, however, that the extreme 
cold snap will be short-lived and 
expected moderating temperatures 
by Sunday. Tonight the cold was 
general from the Rocky mountains 
almast to the Ohio river, and was 


moving on eastward with prospects 
for lowered temperatures as far as 
the Atlantic seaboard by tomorrow.

OEMATE COMMITTEE 


TODAY BEGINS STUDY i 
OF COML CONDITIONS 


Inquiry Into Fuel Costs 
Here Will Involve the 
Whole Industry. 


DEALERS AND PUBLIC 


INVITED TO HEARING| 


Threats to Sell Government 
Stocks to Its Employes 
Are Expressed. 


With threats by senators. that 
if it is found that Washington coal 
dealers are profiteering the gov- 
ernment coal yards will be made 
available to the some 68,000 gov- 
ernment employes, the Senate Dis- 
trict committee plans to open an 
investigation today around which 
the whole national coal situation 
will revolve. 

Senator Arthur Capper, of Kan- 
sas, chairman of the committee, 
ordered the inquiry yesterday for 
2:30 o’clock today. Not only will 
the inquiry be designed to afford 
relief to local consumers if they 
are being taken advantage of, he 
said, but the statements by Sena- 
tor Reed of Pennsylvania seem to 
offer a fitting opportunity to get 
at the bottom of the whole situa- 
tion. 

Senator Reed, contending Wed- 
nesday that the high price of coal 
was caused by the profiteering of 
the local dealers only, said ‘coal 
could be brought here and deliver- 
ed from the Maryland-Pennsyl- 
vania fields for approximately $6 
a ton, while the dealers were 
charging from $14 to $14.50. 

Wide Cost Difference. 


“There is indisputably a wide 
spread in the cost of the necessities. 
of life from the time they leave the 
producer and reach the consumer,”’ 
said Senator Capper. ‘‘Now Senator 
Reed says that in the case of coal 
the local dealers are making a profit 
of around $8 a ton. This would 
seem to be our opportunity of nail. 
ing the responsible source for the 
wide spread of coal at least.” 

Senator Capper said he had every 
reason to believe that Senator 
Reed’s statements were true, but he 
was one of those who disagreed 
with statements on the Senate floor 
Wednesday that the retailer could 
not be touched by the government. 
He certainly’ can be touched here, 
said Senator Capper, adding that it 
was his understanding that the War 
and Navy establishments are now 
making their coal bins available to 
their employes at cost values. 

“Some years ago,” said Senator 
Capper, ‘‘an investigation was un- 
dertaken here regarding the high 
price of bread. It was a most pro- 
ductive inquiry, which revealed that 
the bakers throughout the country 
were responsible for the high costs. 

There are, of course, many fac- 
tors which enter into the commodi- 
ties from the time they leave the 
producer until they reach the con- 
sumer. The fault is somewhere in 
our system of distribution. In the 
case of foodstuffs, the fact remains 
that they are all reaching the con- 
sumer at high prices, yet the 
farmer is not making a living.”’ 


Group Buyers Invited. 


In the case of coal, if Senator 
Reed’s statements are borne out, 
the source of trouble would be 
found in that commodity, at least. 

Senator Capper has invited par- 
ticularly all local citizens who have 
engaged in the group buying of 
coal to attend the meeting today. 
He wants everyone who has any 
knowledge of the coal situation to 
be. on hand, including the dealers. 

He conferred during the day 
with Senator Reed and obtained the 
names of those to whom the sena- 
tor referred’ when he told of one 
instance in which 50 tons of coal 
were bought at the pit mouth for 
$2 aton. To this was added $2.84 
a ton for freight and $1 for dray- 
age, making the total cost of the 
coal at the door of the consumer 
here $5.84 a ton. The people en- 
gaged in this transaction were 
asked by Senator Capper to come 
before the committee. 

Coal Merchants Mect, 


Local coal dealers yesterday were 
inclined to treat Senator Reed’s 
statements as ‘‘ridiculous.”’ Jesse 
C. Suter, secretary of the Washing- 
ton Coal Merchants Board of Trade, 
said the senator was referring to 
“run of mine” coal. ‘Screened 
coal’ costs $5.50 a ton at the mine, 
he said, which would bring the total 


cost here to $8.84: It is being re- 
tailed at around $14 a ton.

Suit for $1,102,000 was filed in 
the District Supreme court yester- 
day in the name of the United States 
and Charles B. Brewer against for- 
mer Secretary of War John W. 
Weeks. 

The suit was filed by Mr. 
former Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, whose sensational charges 
that millions of dollars in bonds 
had been duplicated in the bureau 
of engraving and printing caused 
a furor and a congressional investi- 
gation last year, and R. L. Mer- 
rick, as attorney for the govern- 
ment and for Mr. Brewer. 

The sum named ig,the complaint 
represents twice $550,000, which 
Mr. Brewer claims was illegally 
paid by Mr. Weeks to George A. 
Carden and Anderson T. Herd in 
settlement of a claim by them grow- 
ing out of the purchase by the gov- 
ernment of seven Austrian ships in 
May, 1917, plus a further penalty 
of $2,000. Under the civil war law, 
on which the suit was brought, the 
complainants would get. $551,000, 
if the suit were successful.

AGENCY UNDER CONTROL - 
OF PRODUCERS IS URGED 


Address in Illinois Opposes | 


Handling of Products by 
the Government. 


Urbana, IIll., Jan. 21 (By A. P.). 
Admitting that the “agricultural 
surplus problem” does exist and 
that it can be solved, William M. 
Jardine, Secretary of Agriculture, 
went a step farther than his chief, 
President Coolidge, and in an ad- 
dress before the Illinois Agriculture 
association here today indicated a 
changing attitude in Washington. 

Before the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation in Chicago, Decem- 
ber 8, President Coolidge virtually 
denied there was ‘‘a surplus prob- 
lem.’’ Today his Secretary of Agri- 
culture admitted that surplus pro- 
duction is pulling down agricultural 
prices and pleaded for “‘sympathetic 
consideration’’ while the govern- 
ment grappled with the “undeni- 
able economic conditions back of 
the problem.”’ 

Reaction among the farmers who 
heard him varied from extreme dis- 
approval and statements that such 
speeches ‘‘make more Democrats in 
the West’’ to warm indorsement. 


Thompson Declines Comment. 


‘Sam H. Thompson, Quincy, IIl., 
whose election as president of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
Was regarded among Illinois farm- 
ers as a reaction from President 
Coolidge’s address in Chicago, and 
who criticized the President as 


'“Ygnorant of true conditions,’ de- 


clined to comment on Secretary 
Jardine’s address. 

The farmers applauded Mr. Jar- 
dine only once when he declared 
‘the community at large must be 
made to understand the case for 
agriculture in terms of national 
welfare rather than partisan gain. 
The farmer must be given an equal- 
ity of opportunity because, in the 
long run, that is not only good for 
him, but it is the best thing for 
the country.’’ 

A farmer-controlled agency to 
handle agricultural merchandising 
in relation to the problem was fav- 
ored by Secretary Jardine. In 
such a rightly constitutéd agency, 
board or commission, he said he 
saw the possibility of attacking the 
surplus problem in a constructive 
and scientific way along broad 
lines. 


A Sound, Going Business. 


In the long run, he said, agricul- 
ture will have its measure of pros- 
perity, and is at bottom a sound, 
going business. He wanted to make 
clear, he explained, that ‘‘for the 
long pull, Iam an optimist on farm- 
ing conditions.”’ 

The surplus, he declared, “is a 
problem underlying the whole agri- 
cultural situation,’’ and it is a mat- 
ter of national concern. 

He is opposed to price fixing and 
against government handling of 
farm products. 

“Tt has seemed to me, however, 
that something constructive could 
be done toward reducing the handi- 
caps which surround certain phases 
of agricultural merchandising—the 
term merchandising being here used 
in its broadest sense. It has seem- 
ed to me that this tould and shoulé 
be done by some farmer-controlled 
agency. 

“When Mr. Dickinson came for- 
ward with his new bill, introduced 
in the House on January 4, it ap- 
peared that we had approached 
some common ground on the points 
just now referred to, and I frankly 
and openly said so. I tried to make 
it plain that I want to give full con- 
sideration to constructive proposals 
directed to the surplus’ problem, 
even though I did not favor all the 
provisions of the Dickinson’ bill as 
introduced. There has been general 
discussion of late as to the forma- 
tion of a Federal farm board or 
in the 
Dickinson bill and other proposals. 
I see in a rightly constituted 
agency of this nature, the possibil- 
ity of attacking the surplus prob- 
lem in a constructive and scientific 
way along the broad lines I have 
indicated. Furthermore, there is a 
broad field of action for such a 
board as a powerful spokesman for 
American agriculture.”

WAN WAS MISSION 
INIA OF MURDER 


DR. KANG LI ASSERTS 


Talked With Youth and Got 
Unwelcome Reception, 
Witness Tells Jurors. 

2 DAYS LATER FOUND 
3 CHINESE SLAIN THERE 


Went to New York in Arrest 
of Prisoner; Cross-Exam- 
ined Two Hours.

Dr. Kang eR a dapper little 
Chinese brought here from Shan- 
ghai by the government, testified in 


the trial of Ziang Sun Wan yester- 
day and contributed an important 
link to the chain of circumstantial 
evidence the prosecution is seeking 
to weld. 

He told of seeing Wan at the 
Chinese Educational mission, in 
Kalorama road, on the evening of 
January 29, 1919. Later that night 
the three occupants of the mission 
were murdered. Wan is charged 
with killing one of them. 

Dr. Li, a graduate of the medica] 
school of George Washington uni- 
versity and regarded as the govern- 
ment’s star witness, spoke in a 
voice entirely devoid of the ‘‘loll- 
ing’’ which marks the speech of 
most Chinese. 


Cross-Examined Two Hours. 


Wilton J. Lambert, chief counsel 
for Wan, cross-examined Dr. Li for 
more than two hours. Dr. Li was 
still on the stand when Justice Staf- 
a adjourned the trial until Mon- 

ay. 

Dr. Li, who was attending school 
and living across the street from 
the mission at the time, went to the 
mission 6n the evening of Januafy 
29 to ask the Chinese there why 
they had not responded to an invi- 
tation for tea that had been sent to 
them by the woman with whom he 
boarded. 

He said he rang the bell at the 
mission house twice and that finally 
Wan came to the door. The latter, 
he said, opened the door about a 
half foot. 

“I asked Mr. Wan if Mr. Wu was 
in,’’’ Dr. Li narrated. ‘‘He said, 
‘He’s gone out.’ I then asked for 
Dr. Wong, and he said, ‘He’s gone 
out.” I then said, ‘Are you going 
out?’ He said, ‘I may,’ and closed 
the door as he said it.’’ 


Victims of Murder. 


Dr. T. T. Wong and Ben Sen Wu, 
the men Li said he inquired about, 
were two of the victims of the triple 
murder. The third victim was C. 
H. Hsei. 

It is an established fact: that the 
three Chinese were having dinner 
in downtown restaurants at the 
time Dr. Li-says he saw Wan at the 
mission house. This fact will be 
emphasized later by the defense. 

Dr. Li, in telling about seeing 
Wan at the mission house, said that 
Wan manifested an “unwelcome at- 
titude.”’ 

It was Dr. Li who discovered the 
triple murder on the afternoon of 
January 31, two days after his ex- 
perience with Wan. He told of this 
on the stand yesterday, and also 
told how he accompanied two de- 
tectives to New York to get Wan. 


Atmosphere Seemed “Queer.” 


When he visited the mission 
house, he said, he noticed a “queer 
atmosphere” about the place. [n 
front of the door, he said, was a 
collection of milk bottles, news- 
papers and laundry packages. 

Getting no response to his ring, 
Dr. Li climbed through the parlor 
window and pressed an electric 
switch. As he did so, he said, he 
saw a foot protruding from the 
parlor door. This was the foot of 
Dr. Wong. 

“I look at the foot,’’ he said, 
“and I tried to smell gas. Then I 
get excited and look for a police- 
man.”’ 

The witness’ description of the 

osition of the bodies of Wu and 

bel in the basement was in con- 
flict with the description given the 
day before by James T. Snead, a 
colored man who did odd jobs about 
the mission house. 

Dr. Li left for New York at mid- 
night January 31 in company with 
Detectives Burlingame and Kelly. 
He waited across the street while 
Kelly and Burlingame went into 
Wan’s rooming house. Later he 
joined them, 

Wan, he said, was in bed and 
surrounded by New York news- 
papers which carried accounts of 
the triple murder here. He was 
writing a telegram of condolence to 
Dm Li when the detectives entered. 
Dr. Li said that the detectives 
“snatched the telegram from Wan’s 
hands.’’ 

The witness said that Wan volun. 
tarily agreed to accompany the de- 
tectives to Washington. On the 
way, he said, Wan asked him if 
suspicion attached to him. Dr. Li 
gaid he told Wan that he was the 
last person seen at the mission 
house and that he might be sus- 
pected. . 

_ “You are my good friend now,”’ 
Dr. Li quoted Wan “as saying, ‘‘and 
you must help me.’ 

Dr. Li, in response to a question 
by Attorney Lambert, said that Wan 
had told him he was sick.

ACTIONS IN MANCHURIA 
HELD TO AID HUMANITY 


Intervention to Hinder Kuo’s 


Campaign Against Chang 
Vigorously Denied. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
A vigorous defense of Japan's 
policy in connection with the recent 
civil warfare in Manchuria was 


made by Baron Shidehara, the for- 
eign minister,. at the opening ses- 
sion of the diet yesterday at Tokyo. 

The baron; whose a@4dz:ess was 
cabled to the Japanese embassy and 
made available here, insisted that 
there had been no departure from 
the settled policy of the govern- 
ment, which contemplated ‘‘abso- 
lute noninterference in China’s 
domestic affairs and safeguarding 
of Japan’s rights and interests by 
all legitimate means at our dis- 
posal.’’ 

“It is a matter of satisfaction 
that our civil and military authori- 
ties in Manchuria have successfully 
carried out the policy of the govern- 
ment, solely in the interests of hu- 
manity, to save the lives of soldiers 
and adherents of the vanquished 
party,’ he said. 


Garrisop Had Been Reduced. 


Explaining at length the situa- 
tion that developed unexpectedly in 
December, when Gen. Kuo Sung- 
Lin, the chief lieutenant of Marshal 
Chang Tso-Lin, the Manchurian war 
lord, revolted and marched on Muk- 
den, he pointed out thai, because 
of the peaceful outlook in Man- 
churia prior to that event, the 
Japanese garrison had been reduced 
to a considerable extent. He em- 
phatically denied that the reinstate- 
ment of the Manchurian garrison 
and the objection of its commander 
against either of the warring par- 
ties entering Yingkow had been di- 
rected solely to hinder Gen. Kuo’s 
military operations. 

While tranquillity 
eastern provinces of China, ‘‘undis- 
turbed by any s@ourge of war,”’ 
would be desirable to every one, he 
continued, the responsibility for es- 
tablishing such conditions ‘‘properly 
rests upon China,’’ and assumption 
of that responsibility’ by Japan 
“without just cause’’ would be in 
violation of the basic principles of 
the Washington treaties and incon- 
sistent with declarations of.the Jap- 
anese government. 

“By taking such a course we 
would forfeit our national honor 
and pride,’’ he added. ‘‘Once and 
for all, in no case and by no mF eer 
can we be a party to so improviden 
an action.’

Soviet Protest to Peking 
Is- of Much Interest Here 


Peking. Jan. 21 (By A. P.).—M. 
Karakhan, the soviet envoy to 
China. has presented a vigorous pro- 
test’ to the Chinese foreign office 
detailing ‘‘the abominable action of 
Chinese soldiers’’ in the struggle 
between the Chinese and the soviet 
for control of the Chinese Eastern 
railway. The trouble arose out of 
a refusal by the Russians, in contro] 
of the line, to carry Chinese troops 
free of charge. The protest also 
cites alleged acts of violence com- 
mitted at Harbin. 


(By the Associated Press,)- 


Rrotest by the Russian Soviet 
Ambassador in Peking to the Chi- 
nese foreign office regarding action 
of Chinese soldiery on the Chinese 
Sastern railway brings to a head 
a clash between the Russians and 
the Chinese which has been watched 
in Washington with considerable in- 
terest. 

The incident lavotead was the 
seizure of a train by troops of one 
of the two Chinese factions during 
the recent fighting in Manchuria 
and the refusal of the Manchurian 
authorities to pay the bill for their 
transportation presented by the 
road. 

The train was seized at the junc- 
tion where, under arrangements be- 
tween Russia and China, the Rus- 
sian controlled section of the rail- 
road and the Chinese controlled 
section meet. It was followed by 
disturbances, which have been men- 
tioned in press dispatches, and by 
the closing of the line to Chinese 
traffic by the Russian authorities. 

In view of the prolonged negotia- 
tions. between the soviet govern- 
ment and the former central gov- 
ernment in China which resulted in 
the agreements covering the opera- 
tion of the Chinese Eastern railway, 
developments in the incident are 
being watched closely by all govern- 
ments concerned with the Chinese 
situation. -

Mexico City, Jan. 21 (By A. P.). 
It is reported that the volcano Co- 
lima has resumed activity after hav- 
ing been quiet for 12 years.

The decision to arraign Durkin 
tomorrow and choose the _ indict- 
ment best fitted to halt his criminal 
career by the noose was the net re- 
sult of a-day of activity in the 
State’s attorney’s office. 

Durkin, his young bride, until a 
few weeks ago Irma Sullivan, 18- 
year-old daughter of the village 
blacksmith at-Cornell, Ill., and Bet- 
ty Werner, formerly Durkin’s sweet- 
heart, were questioned in the State’s 
attorney’s office, but the examina- 
tions brought forth no revelations. 


Darrow’'s Aid Sought. 


Attorneys. representing Durkin} 
began plans for his defense today. 
Clarence Darrow, noted criminal | 
lawyer, said he had been approach- |

Durkin’s lawyers filed a petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus to have 
Durkin turned over to the sheriff 
and taken out of the hands of the 
Police, and also for the release 
from custody of Durkin’s wife, and 
of Betty Werner. 

Durkin was turned over to the 
county jail authorities while the 
hearing on his writ was in progress, 
and it was continued until tomor- 
row.

Military Affairs Body Asks 
War Department to Define 
Colonel’s Status. 


FRIENDS IN CONGRESS 
- IRKED BY DELAY IN CASE 


Flier Plans New Attack; Plan 
to Keep Him Off Stand 
Is Alleged. 


The status of Col. William Mitch- 
ell is seriously troubling the House 
military affairs committee. That 
body desires to call the ‘‘Flying Col- 
onel’’ as a witness on the various 
bills now before it affecting the na- 
tional defense so far as air power 
is concerned. Col. Mitchell is 
ready and willing to testify. 

Some members of the commit- 
tee are for going right ahead and 
calling him. They, however, are 
in the minority. The majority fee! 
that the committee must have the 
permission of the War Department 
before it can accept him as a com- 
petent witness. As a result it has 
addressed a communication to Sec- 
retary of War Dwight L. Davis 
asking him to define the status of 
the former assistant chief of the 
air service. 

The letter has been referred for 
answer to the judge advocate gen- 
eral of the army for an opinion. 
Whether this opinion will be expe- 
dited any more than has been the 
record of the court-martial, was 
something in which members of the 
committee admitted last night they 
are greatly interested. 

There is a growing belief among 
senators and representatives who 
are friendly to Col. Mitchell that 
the War Department intends to hold 
back all cction on his case as long 
as possible. In fact, it is openly 
suggested that one reason why the 
record has not. already been trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of War and 
through him to the President is the 
hope that the various hearings on 
the air proposals will have been 
ended while he is marking time, 
thus keeping him off the witness 
stand. 

Those who are familiar with the 


‘views of the colonel know that not 


only has he not repented any of his 
accusations, but that he will re- 
frame them in even more vigorous 
language at the first opportunity. 
And if he goes before the commit- 
tee he will have plenty of additional 
facts to cite, including recent acci- 


{ dents in one of which a Minnesota 


national guardsman was killed fly- 
ing a JN plane. 

Col. Mitchell is ready to appeal 
his case directly to the country, and 
he will do so the moment that he is 
afforded opportunity to have his 
say. He has refrained from any 
comment on the verdict of the 
court-martial, despite the fact that 
he and his counsel, Representative 
Reid, of Illinois, feel that the com- 
plete record should have been given 
the President weeks ago for final 
decision. 

If the present delay is to be con- 
tinued, certain of Col. Mitchell’s 
friends in the House are prepared 
to press for passage the Garrett 
resolution which would have the 
judiciary committee investigate 
whether the Weeks letter, which 
was the chief reliance of the prose- 
cution in clinching its case against 
Mitchell, was actually an ‘“affront”’ 
to Congress.

WOMEN'S PALE 


Resolution Adopted Opposes 
Labor Bureau Declaring 
Against Equal Rights. 


GROUP, HITTING NATIONAL 
PARTY, VISITS COOLIDGE 


Conferences End With Dinner; 
Clear Field to Serve Gov- 
ernment Asked. 


Representatives of the National 
Woman’s Party scored what they 
termed a triumph when, after two 
hours of debate in the women’s in- 
dustrial conference in the National 
museum yesterday afternoon they 
forced adoption of a resolution they 
say will cause the women’s bureau 
of the Department of Labor to 
cease expression of opposition to 
the equal rights amendment pend- 
ing an investigation. 

The resolution recorded the con- 
ference as requesting the women’s 
bureau to institute a comprehen- 
sive investigation of the effects of 
all laws specially regulating condi- 
tions of employment of women, 


with the aid of an advisory com- 


‘mittee to be composed of an equal 
number of representatives respec- 
tively of those favoring such laws 


and those opposed to them. 

The vote on the resolution was 
95 to 10 and came at the end ofa 
bitter battle between the propon- 
ents of protective legislation and 
those opposing such legislation be- 
cause, they declare, it is an impedi- 
ment and a means to exploitation of 
working women. 

Mrs. Abbie Scott Baker, of the 
woman's party, precipitated the 
battle by introducing a resolution 
Which declared that as the question 
of equality was controversial, the 
conference should refrain from tak- 
ing any stand on the question pend- 
ing a further thorough study by 
the women’s bureau of the Labor 
Department. 


Jump to Their Feet. 


There was immediate excitement. 
Women delegates jumped to their 
feet, shouting for recognition, and a 
warm debate began. Miss Doris Ste- 
vens, of the Woman’s Party, dis- 
turbed supporters of the protective 
legislation theory by reading from 
the annual report of Secretary of 
Labor Davis a statement that the 
whole theory of protective legisla- 
tion for women had been challenged 
and should be carefully reviewed 
and considered. | 

The conference had been called 
by the women’s bureau of the Labor 
Department and the Woman’s Party 
had not been given any place on the 
program, and the quotation from 
Secretary Davis supporting the par- 
ty’s resolution was disquieting to 
their opponents. The bitterness of 
the fight was given evidence when 
Miss Stevens’ accuracy of quotation 
from the report was questioned. She 
sent the report to the chair, and it 
was read again. 

A long and somewhat involved 
amendment wag proposed to Mrs. 
Scott’s resolution by Miss Marie 
Obenauer, of the American Associa- 
tion of University Women,-and a 
long debate threatened, but a spe- 
cial committee consisting of Miss 
Mary Van Vleeck, Miss Gail Laugh- 
lin and Miss Obenauer was instruct- 
ed to draft a substitute resolution 
and report it back to the confer- 
ence immediately. 

This substitute met with a warm 
encugh reception and debate con- 
tinued for another hour, when a 
vote was forced and the resolution 
was adopted by more than a nine- 
to-one vote. 

The conference ended with a din- 
ner at Rauscher’s in the evening. 
Miss Mary McDowell, veteran social 
worker of Chicago, was toastmis- 
tress. Miss Jessie Dell, member of 
the civil service commission, made 
a plea for equal opportunity for 
women to find employment in the 
government service, saying that 
they did not want to supersede 
men, but wanted ‘“‘that clear field 
and no favor which is inseparable 
from sportsmanship.’’ ‘ 

Dr. Louise Stanley, director of 
the bureau of home economics of 
the Department of Agriculture; Mrs. 
Bessie Parker Bruggeman, chair- 
man of the United States Employes’ 
Compensation bureau; W, W. Hus- 
band, commissioner general of im- 
migration, and Representative Mary 
T. Norton, of New Jersey, also 
spoke. 


27 Call on Coolidge. 


The morning session discussed 
experiences of speakers in industry, 
but principal interest centered 
around the visit to President Cool- 
idge of a delegation, headed by 
Mrs. Sara A. Conboy, secretary of 
the United Textile Workers of 
America, protesting against the 
program of the National Woman’s 
Party. There were 27 women dele- 
gates in the group. 

. They characterized the program 
of the Woman’s Party as "a new 
hostile element in their struggle 
for better working conditions.” 
“The program,’’ they declared, 
‘‘seeks to defeat and to destroy the 
women’s labor laws by means of a 
so-called equal rights amendment 
to the Federal Constitution. 

“The trade union women repudi- 
ate the so-called labor spokes- 
women of the National Woman’s 
Party as wholly unauthorized and 
misrepresentative of the Amertcan 
Federation of Labor and its poli- 
cies.’’

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Gooding Bill Ordered —

(By the Associated Press.) 

A favorable report was ordered 
yesterday by the Senate interstate 
Commerce committee on the Good- 
ing bill which would prohibit the 
present practice of the railroads 
charging a greater freight rate on a 
short haul than on a long haul. The 
measure is designed primarily to 
stop what is described as discrimi- 
nation against the intermountain 
territory in favor of the Pacific ter- 
ritory by the transcontinental car- 
riers in their effort to meet water 
competition from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific via: Panama canal. 

An identical bill was passed by 
the Senate at the last session, 54 
to 23, but was shelved in the House 
Interstate Commerce committee. 


TILSON BACKS HOOVER 
INQUIRY INTO RUBBER 


Republican Leader in House 
Defends Action; Democrats 


Launch New Attacks. 
(By the Associated Press.) 


Secretary Hoover’s. action in 
bringing about an inquiry into for- 
eign crude rubber monopolies was 
defended in the House yesterday 
by Representative Tilson, of Con- 
necticut, the Republican leader, who 
replied to wecent. attacks on the 
Secretary by Democrats, Hardly 
had Mr. Tilson concluded, however, 
before two Democrats again took 
occasion to assail the Secretary’s 
course. 

Mr. Tilson described the Secre- 
tary’s action as a ‘‘well directed 
effort’’ to protect the rubber indus- 
try from higher prices. He con- 
ceded that American business men 
might have shown more foresight 
in developing a supply of rubber, 
but asked if this ‘‘is any reason to 
fold our hands.”’ 

Representative Black (Democrat) 
New York, said he was not surprised 
that the Republican leader made a 
‘‘defense of Hoover’s activities on 
rubber,’’ and charged that American 
rubber manufacturers were more 
guilty of speculation than British 
manufacturers. 

Representative Shallenberger, Ne- 
braska, asserted American rubber 
manufacturers should be investi- 
gated, charging that they had dou- 
bled the price of tires without justi- 
fication. He said a tire that cost 
$10 to produce was being sold at 
$64. 


TWO CHURCHES UNITE 
TO FIGHT BILL HERE 


Episcopal and Catholic Bodies 
Oppose Change in Law 
on Birth Control. | 


New York, Jan. 21 (By A. P.).—| 
The Episcopal and Roman Catholic | 
churches have agreed to join forces | 
in combating legislation at Wash-| 
ington which would legalize dis- | 
semination of knowledge con-| 
cerning birth control in Amer-| 
ica. The Episcopal national council 
announced today that it had author- 
ized its president to protest in the 
name of the council ‘‘when and in 
such terms as it may deem best.’’ 

The National Lutheran council, in 
annual executive session today, 
voted not to meddle in birth control 
matters. A letter from the Rev. 
John J. Burke, C. S. H., general 
secretary of the National Catholic 
Welfare council, to the Lutheran 
body was reported back with the 
notation that the Lutheran Church 
‘believed it a matter about which 
the Lutheran council had nothing to 
say.”’ 

Father Burke’s letter referred to 
an attempt scheduled to be made in 
Congress to make it lawful to trans- 
mit through the mails information 
encouraging and explaining the 
practice of contraception.

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NEW ENGLAND COUNCIL 
PLAN GIVEN TO GOOLIDGE 


Idea Has for Its Object the 
Trade and Industrial 
Cooperation. 


J, S. LAWRENCE SPONSOR 


Another ‘‘New England idea’’ 
was brought to the attention of 
President -Coolidge yesterday. It 


was the New England council, a 
combination of 72 men represent- 
ing the six States in the New Eng- 
land group, which has for its ob- 
ject trade and industrial coopera- 
tion. 

The plan was explained to the 
President by John S. Lawrence, of 
Boston, who was’a luncheon guest 
at the White House. Under it the 
various States are endeavoring to 
settle all problems affecting their 
industry by a concerted effort, 
which will eliminate waste motion. 

According to Mr. Lawrence, the 
‘new blood’’ in industry in the 
northeastern section of the United 
States recognizes the ‘‘new frontiers 
in business,’’ and finds that modern 
methods must be applied. The 72 
men in the council represent agri- 
cultifre, commerce, banking, power 
and transportation, and their object 
is to apply the cooperative principle 
to everyday business. 

“Just as New England was the 
scene of the beginnings of Ameri- 
can industry,’’ said Mr. Lawrence, 
‘so now it is the first section of the 
United States to experience the con- 
ditions of industrial maturity: New 
England, after all, suffers from 
‘Old World’ handicaps, in that its 
streets are crooked and narrow in 
most of the business centers of the 
cities, and the cities are poorly laid 
out. In the past, all of New Eng- 
land’s effort has been devoted to 
production. .Now this production 
must be expanded greatly to meet 
sectional competition in other 
places, and at the same time its 
markets must be extended. We 
have made progress along this line, 
and intend to continue it. 

“At present the various States 
are most concerned with the devel- 
opment of our power possibilities. 
The use of the _ so-called ‘white 
coal’ is increasing year by year, and 
our section of the country is won- 
derfully equipped with waterpower, 
which properly applied will mate- 
rially reduce production costs.”’ 

President Coolidge expressed

These demands, which are said 
to be fairly representative of the 
increases which the other brother- 
Bboods will make, are to be appor- 
tioned along the lines of the ad.

out the United States. The East- 
ern roads will be asked to make 
the maximum increases and they 
will be scaled down to meet the 
lesser cost of living in the South 
and West. 

Of course, if the new law is 
passed the matter very probably 
will take care of itself, because it 
provides a method for settlement 
of all disputes. But if its passage 
is held up through the opposition, 
which seems to be gathering weight 
at the Capitol, then a very eserious 
situation will have been created 
which very é6asily could result in a 
general strike on the transporta- 
tion systems of the country.

Eight Families Here Pay 
$5.84 a Ton for Soft Coal 


How eight families clubbed to- 
gether and had soft coal shipped to 
them direct from the mine at a cost 
of $5.84 a ton was revealed yester- 
day by Frank K. Boal, newspaper 
correspondent and former secretary 
to a member of Congress. 

Boal purchased the coal for $2 a

COAL LEGISLATION NEEDED. 


In precipitating a general coal debate in the 
Senate Wednesday Senator Reed, of Pennsyl- 
vania, demonstrated conclusively that if the 
public is ever jo have the fuel problem settled 
satisfactorily, assuring consumers of an ade- 
quate supply of coal at reasonable prices, Con- 
gress must enact some legislation dealing with 
the present situation. Opinions of senators 
as to the real cause of high prices varied 80 
widely that it is evident that few members 
have any clear idea as to who is responsible. 

Senator Reed, who hails from virtually the 
only anthracite-producing State, insists that 
neither the miners, operators nor railroads are 
to blame for the high prices and that the fault 
lies with the retailer. He cited figures show- 
ing the price of bituminous coal at the mines, 
the freight rates charged by the railroads and 
the drayage cost, and/asserted that the total 
cost of the fuel laid down at the retailer’s bia 
in Washington was approximately $6.84 cents 
aton. This coal, he said, is sold by the dealer 
at $14 and $14.50. As a cure, for this 
“‘profiteering’’ the Pennsylvania senator sug- 
gested that consumers should club togethér 
and buy their fuel at the mines and have it 
hauled by the railroads to their homes.

Maryland Race Ban 
Hearing Postponed 


Baltimore, Jan. 21.—Hearing 
of arguments on the petition of 
Robert M. Williams for an in- 
junction to restrain racing in 
Maryland on the grounds that 
the Burke law, permitting racing, 
is unconstitutional,’ came to an 
abrupt end this afternoon when 
Federal Judge Morris A. Soper 
told W. Gwynn Gardiner, attor- 
ney for Mr. Williams, that his 
bill of particulars was insuffi- 
cient and gave him twenty days 
in which to amend it. 

According to Mr, Gardiner, the 
law shows class distinction in 
favor of the tracks at Laurel, 
Pimlico, Bowie and Havre de 
Grace by stipulating that there 
shall be 100 days of racing at 
tracks where races were run for 
a period of three years previous 
to the passage of the act in 1920. 
The four tracks were the only 
ones in operation at that time, 
Mr. Gardiner said, charging that 
other tracks started since then 
are thereby discriminated 
against.

NEW YORK COTTON. 


New York, Jan. 21 (By A. P.).— 
Early irregularity was followed by 
declines in the cotton market today, 
May contracts selling off from 19%. 79 
to 19.62 and closing at that figure, 
compared with 19.77 at. the close of 
the previous day. The general mar- 
ket closed steady at net declines of 
5 to 15 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 3 points to an advance of 6 
points, new crop months being rela- 
tively steady on further buying for 
trade account and a moderate com- 
mission house demand which was 
again attributed to apprehensions 
that boll weevil would be more num- 
erous in the South next spring. Slight 
advances in the old crop months met 
Increased offerings and after show- 
ing net gains of 1 to 9 points on the 
general list, prices turned easier In 
the afternoon under continued near 
montheliquidation and some realizing 
oF stragdie selling in the latter deliv- 
erie 

March sold off to 20.17 in late trad- 
ing, a net decline of 11 points. 

There were rumors in late trading 
that Kastern belt spot interests were 
selling here and that the spot basis 
was slightly easier in some of the 
Eastern belt markets. Nothing defi- 
nite developed in this connection but 
the talk may have had sentimental 
effect. 

Another rivate report estimated 
ginnings prior to January 16, at 15,- 
660,000 bales, compared with a previ- 
ous private report of 15,536.000. The 
figures were thought to indicate a 
larger crop in running bales than the 
government’s estimate of 15,603,000 
bales of 500 pounds gross weight, but 
were not generally considered an im- 
portant factor in the day's market.

WORK AT FATHERS’ 
TRADE IN CAPITAL

Each 75 Years Old, They 
Scorn Machines in Tiny 
Southeast Shop. 


DISSOLVED PARTNERSHIP 
IN VIRGINIA YEARS AGO

Estimate They Have Worked 
on 200,000 Shoes in More 
Than 50 Years. 


Behind a ‘“‘rubber heel’ sign 
pasted on a projecting show win- 
dow in a small, narrow shop at 
1250 Pennsylvania avenue south- 
east two ‘‘old-time’’ cobblers, each 
75 years old, and each with an ex- 
perience of half a century as shoe- 


maker, are still plying their trade 
with all the energy and all the en- 
thusiasm, too, of young men. 

Both are from Virginia and both 
their sires were shoemakers. Both 
are as happy as the miller of the 
river Dee, whose contentment was 
the envy of his king. All in all, 
however, they have worn their 
thumbs on a great many shoes. 
Together they have lived 150 vears 
and they have worked an aggregate 
of a century. During this time they 
estimate that they have handled 
100,000 pairs of shoes. 

eorge Jennings was 75 years old 
November 4, and Lloyd Loving was 
75 September 1. Although their 
present partnership is only one year 
old, they are partners for the sec- 
ond time. Their first partnership 
was in Manchester, Va., during 
1874 and 1875. They broke shop 
50 years ago, and now are together 
again, perhaps thus to end their ac- 
tive careers. 


Learned Trade From Fathers. 


Mr. Jennings learned his trade in 
his father’s shop in Fredericksburg. 
Mr. Loving learned the trade in his 
father’s shop in Richmond. They 
have both conducted various shops 
in Washington for more than 40 
yeers. 

Jennings and Loving started busi- 
ness as shoemakers and not as shoe 
repairers, although that was a side 
of their trade. Their chief business 
then was to measure a man’s foot 
and make him a pair of shoes. They 
still do ail sewing by hand. Feeling 
that their trade is an art, they per- 
sistently refuse to acknowledge that 
the machine has replaced the hand. 
The only machine they use is a fin- 
ishing machine. 

Each has raised a family. 
Jennings has five children 
cleven grandchildren.

Decisions of the United States

Jones left the 
courtroom without the liquor he 
was accused of unlawfully possess- 
ing and transporting. The court 
decisions do not provide for the re- 
turn of liquor in such cases, even 
though the defendant is found not 
guilty.

OFFICIALS ASKED TO ACT 


Congress Heights probably never 
will have an adequate recreation 
park and playground. 

This became evident yesterday 
when it was disclosed that because 
the National Capital park commis- 
sion has no money, Wilson Park, a 
tract of 100 acres, south of St. 
Elizabeths hospital and west of 
Nichols avenue, must slip through 
its fingers and be utilized for real 
estate development. 

Wilson Park as a playground is 
the dream of the residents of Con- 
gress Heights, and is the only ade- 
quate play space the community 
has had in its history, E. J. New- 
comb, of the Congress. Heights Citi- 
zens association, has told the park 
commission in asking it to buy the 
tract. 

In December, Wilson Park was 
transferred to a real estate opera- 
tor, Mr. Newcomb has told the com- 
mission, and the present owners 
are withholding developments only 
on the promise that the commis- 
sion can be induced to buy the tract 
within a reasonably short time. 
This is impossible at present, or in 
the near future, because of lack of 
funds. i 

Lieut. Col. C. O. Sherrill, when 
director of public buildings and 
public parks, inspected and was 
impressed by the desirability of the 
site as a park, as have been other 
officials of that’ office. All agree 
that the site is desirable and is 
much needed as a park in the com- 
munity. 

The Federation of Citizens Asso- 
ciation has indorsed and furthered 
the movement for establishment of 
a park there. Residents on Con- 
gress Heights call it their only 
chance for a park and playground.
